Gutke gives the detafied statements of 
the boodling of which: he knew, one of the 
small, but startling items being the receipt 
of $400 for the passage of a bill to add one 
room to the poorhouse and place a roof 
over the heads of paupers, who were more 
than filling the building. 

It is understood Gutke's statement to the 
standjury, differed little from his confes- 
sien to the circuit attorney, except that

LONELY AND HOMESICK, 
ENDED LIFE BY DROWNING 


Body of Soldier, Whose Exploit in 
Cuban Campaign Won Him Re- 
nown Under Assumed Name, to Be 
Brought Here. 


Walter Congdon Pannill, the St. Louis 
soldier who planted the American flag on 
the crest of San Juan Hill at the culminat- 
ing point of the bloodiest battle of the war 
with Spain, is dead by his own deed. In a 
momem of loneliness and homesickness, he 
drowned himself in Portland, Ore., June 12, 
and his father, Walter Pannill of 1810 
Chouteau avenue, has just learned the sad 
news. 

It was not by his rightful name that Pan- 
nill was known in Portland, but as Frank 
Fulton, the name under which he enlisted 
in the United States army in 1897 and in 
the following year earned promotion for 
gallantry on the San Juan battie field. 

Adventurous, with a longing for a sol- 
diér’s life, he was still unwilling to go into 
the ranks bearing his own name, and so as- 
Sumed that by which he has since been 
known. Until they hear from his father by 
today’s mail, the authorities in Portland 
will not know that Frank Fulton and Wal- 
ter Congdon Pannill of St. Louis were one

His father in St. Louis knew the truth 
yesterday as soon as he saw a telegram 
in a newspaper stating that Frank Fulton 
had thrown himself into fhe Willamctte 
river at Portland and that he was sup- 
posed to have come originally from 8t. 
THuis. Yet the family in this city had not 
heard from the son since Christmas of 
1902. Christmas Eve he telegraphed to nis 
father from Los Angeles, Cal, wishing 
them all a merry Christmas, and there- 
after he was silent. 

The father has communicated with the 
Portiand authorities and the body will 
probably be brought to St. Louis for in- 
terment.

But, too 
proud to return home or to ask for as- 
sistance, he told his father that he had 
juet enlisted as a private soldier in the 
Sixteenth United States infantry.

It was then that the Pannill famiiy first 
allowed to become public the truth that 
Frank Fulton, private of Company B, Six- 
teenth United States Infantry, was Walter 
Congdon Pannill, the announcement being 
made through the Post-Dispatch, and young 
Pannili at once became a local hero. But 
it was not only by his St. Louis friends 
that his gallantry at San Juan was ap- 
preciated. Uncle. Sam himself, prompt to 
reward his brave soldiers of the line, pro- 
moted him, placing on the sleeves of his 
soldier’s blouse the double-striped chev- 
rons of a corporal. 

Thereafter, a modest but nevertheless dis- 
tinguished figure, Pannill went most credit- 


ably all through the ensuing campaign in 
Cuba. At its close his regiment was or- 


dered to the Philippines, and Pannill again 
demonstrated his worthiness. At the termf- 
nation of his three vears’ term of enlist- 
ment. while he was still in the Philippines, 
he received his honorahle discharge in com- 
pany with hundreds of others, and was 
brought back by Uncle Sam°on a. govern- 
ment transport. 

Then it was that Pannill returned to St. 
Louis, where his home folks fairly smoth- 
ered him with hugging and kissing and all 
his friends hailed him as one of the genu- 
ine heroes of the Spanish-American war. 
Hie was a modest and unassuming chap, 
however, and did not greatly relish being 
lionized. Before his discharge from the 
army he had reached the non-commissioned 
grade of quartermaster-sergeant in thé reg- 
u'ar service, and it was his desire to con- 
tinue his career as a soldier. He remained 
in St. Louis six months, and his old longing 
for a roving life again possessing him. he

Now comes the news of his suicide. an 
ending strangely similar to that-of ‘Bill’

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William Reppinger, Support of His 
Family, Is Dead, and Edward 
Cloner Is Dying. 


Willie Reppinger, aged 14, is dead and 
Edward Clover, aged also 14, is dying at 
the City Hospital as the result of being 
struck by trains Tuesday evening. The 
Reppinger boy received the injuries which 
caused his death on the Iron Mountain 
railroad near Lesperance and Main streets 
a little after 7 o’clock Tuesday night. The 
Clover youth was found lying near the 
| track at Jennico, Mo., late Tuesday after- 


‘noon. Both boys were placed near each 


‘other in the accident ward of the City 
'Hospital. Their fathers, reaching the ward 


‘a short time after they arrived, got the 
| boys confused and for several minutes each 
‘bent tearfully over the other's. son. 

Young Reppinger died at 10:2 o'clock 
, Tuesday night, five minutes after his fathor 
'kissed him good-by, before going to his 
home. 2010 Kosciusko strect, to tell his wife 
that their boy was getting better and would 
soon be well. They did not learn of his 
death until Wednesday morning. 

Young Clover is lying unconscious, suf- 
fering from a fractured skull. The doctors 
say he cannot. recover. His father, who 
lives at 7000 Robbins avenue, tried in vain to 
get some sign of recognition from his son, 
and then left the hospital. 

According to the reports of bystanders, 
the Reppinger boy was struck by an Iron 
Mountain yard engine while standing be- 
tween the rails of one track, watching a 
freight train come in on another. His body 


was carried about 40 feet, and when they 
picked him up both legs were found to be 
crushed and he was suffering from internal 
injuries. His left leg was amputated soon 
after he reached the hospital. . 

Though in great pain, he smiled happily 
when he saw his father. Neither spoke, 
but they held each other's hands until an 
attendant gentiy motioned to the father 
that it was time for him to leave. He 
went away, encouraged by the hope that 
the boy might live, but before he reached 
his home the child was dead. 

“He was such a good boy and such a 
hard worker,’ said his father Wednesday 
morning. 

“Last winter he and his brother Joseph, 
who is 16, supported the family. I was 
sick with typhoid fever. Willle worked 
steadily until he had pneumonia. Then I 
had to get up and help some. When Wil- 
lie got better we all were so busy and hap- 
xy. Things rooked brighter than they had 
“ months. 

“Willie took his first communion in Madi- 
son, Ill., three weeks ago. He got delayed 
by the high water and lost the first day's 
work he had missed since he was sick.” 

Only Mr. Reppinger was at home Tues- 
day night when the accident occurred. 
None of the family knew how it happened 
until neighbors children told Willie's sis- 
ters, Mary, aged 10, and Frances, aged 8. 
They ran home crying to their father. 
When he told his wife, who arrived soon 
afterwards, she fainted. 

Edward Clover, who was brought to the 
City Hospital a few minutes after the 
Keppinger boy arrived Tuesday night, was 
hurt while trying to get off a moving freight 
train at Jennico. e was brought to St. 
Louis by Charles Graf, town marshal of 
Ferguson, who found him lying beside the 
truck just outside the limits of Jennico.

In his confession Gutke etates that he 
went with Kratz to the home of Philip 
Stock, and was present when the safe de- 
posit deal was made for the passage of the 
Suburban bill.

Gutke, the bills for the passage of which

The first expressions of sympathy came 
from 8t. Louis friends and visitors and at- 
taches of the Fair who know him. Many 
of these called at the Hamiiton last night, 
and this morning there wus a group of 
acquaintances awaiting his appearance in 
the rotunda. 

Outside expressions of sympathy came in 
letters, telegrams and cablegrams. 

The news of the attack upon the famous 
aeronaut’s balloon tlew like wildfire over 
all America and even to Europe, and it 
created perhaps more of a sensation in 
Paris last night than it made in St. Louis. 
Paris knows the Brazillian intimately. It 
is accustomed to seeing him sailing over 
what he calls ‘“‘the chimney pots of Paris” 
It knows how hard he has worked to per- 
fect a praticia] dirigible balloon, and it 
has witnessed all his failures and triumphs. 
M. Santos-Dumont appreciates the friendly 
interest which Paris takes in him and the 
admiration it has for him. He says: 

“TT have had nothing but unvarying 
friendliness from the intelligent Parisian 
populace.’’ 

Many of these friends of the aeronaut 
are convinced by this latest attack that a 
Nemesis follows M. Santos-Dumont. 

They point to the three separate attacks 
made upon his airships, each at a critical 
inoment in the aeronaut’s carecr. In Paris 
his ballloon was punctured with a sharp 
instrument just when he was striving to 
win the Deutch prize; in London his bal- 
loon was siashed with a knife just when 
he hoped to win a prize in the Crystal 
Palace; in St. Louis he finds his $6,000 silk 
airship envelop slashed in sixteen differ- 
ent places, and perhaps irreparably ruined. 
just when he is to try for a cash prize of 
$100,000—the greatest prize offered in all 
the history of aerostation. 

His friends believe they can see a con- 
tinuous persecution in this. They are not 
the least in doubt that the hand which 
lanced the Santos-Dumont 6 at St. Cloud 
was the same that cut the balloon of a 
newer airship at London two years later. 
and that it was this same hand that slashed 
and ruined at St. Louis the envelop of the 
Santos-Dumont 7—the finest of all the Bra- 
zilian’s aerial craft, the superb racing 
machine with which he hoped to win the 
great St. Louis prize. 


On the Point 


of Believing. 

If such a Nemesis does follow him, M. 
Santos-Dumont has been slow to believe 
it. He seems upon the point of believing 
it now, for he said this morning that he 
would not permit the balloon to go un- 
guarded for a moment after this latest dis- 
aster, but heretofore he has kept but an 
intermittent vigil over his balloons. After 
the attack upon No. 6 at St. Cloud he 
adopted the precaution of having one of 
his men sleep in the aerodrome at night, 
and he took this same precaution in the 
aerodrome which the Prince of Monaco 
built for him at Monte Carlo. But when 
he went to London and exhfbited his air- 
ship in the Crystal Palace he considered 
the regular guard in the palace sufficient. 
The guard was negligent. The guard 
slept, but the Nemesis of M. Santos-Du- 
mont was alert, stole in, knife in hand 
slashed right and left a few times, and 
the trick was done. 

This bitter experience in England so dis- 
gusted the Brazilian that he packed up 
his airship and returned to France. He 
increased his vigilance over the airships 
at his aerodrome, but the men with the 
knife did not come, and M. Santos-Dumont 
became careless again. 

He built the Santos-Dumont 7, his rac- 
ing machine, and brought it to St. Louis 
He unpacked it Monday and Monday even- 
ing he went back to his hotel, leaving the 
lid off the box in order that the linseed oil 
in the varnish over the silk might have air 
and dry. 

‘““Tomorrow night one of you must begin 
slecping here,’’ he said to his three engi- 
neers, who have been with him for years 
and who have done this sort of guard duty 
at the aerodrome in Paris. 

They went away, leaving the lid off the 
box. The big siidine doors of the aero- 
drome were left wide open. A Jefferson 
Guard was stationed to guard the building. 

In. the night the guard slipped away fora 
moment to get a cup of coffee. Either then

Answering the charge that the Rrazil- 
ian never intended fiying at St. Louls. 
his friends ask if there is any sense in 
the theory that he is afraid. They ask:

If he could fly around the Biffel Tower. 
is there any reason why his courage 
should fail him when he is asked to fiv 
around the Ferris wheel?

M. Santos-Dumont's friends cannot un- 
derstand the accusation that the aero- 
naut did not intend to fly at St. Louis. 
They point out that he came here for a 
Stay of three months, and that he was 
entering upon the only era in his career 
when his invention promised to gain for 
him that financial reward which he con- 
siders necessary to justify his work in 
the eves of this practical age when men 
have so little respect for persons who 
devote their lives to something which 
hasn't “anything in it.” They say the 
Fair was tc pay him for numerous as- 


censions from thkme to time during the 
three months, the Santos-Dumont flying 
days to be red letter days for the Pair 
ust as the Fourth of July was to have 
een made.

PARIS, June 29.—Miss Geraldine Farrar, 
a noted young Boston singer, has arrived 
in Paris and is the guest of Mrs. Bertram 
Webb, one of the leaders of the American 
and English set here. Miss Farrar will 
Sing at the Webb mansion on Tuesday at 
a benefit for a summer home for children 
at Trilport. She received the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent today, and said ghe was giad 
to get an opportunity to explain her part 
in the trouble over her contract to sing in 
opera in Berlin. 
“When I was first engaged to sing in 
the royal. opera I was only just 19 years 
old,”’ said Miss Farrar. ‘‘Indeed, I was so 
young that when the question of a contract 
was brought up it was agreed that there 
should be merely a verbal understanding 
with the directors, 


“My mother always went with me be- 
hind the scenes, and that immediately be- 
came one of the sources of trouble. The 
other members of the company, all of them 
much older than I was, began criticising 
me for bringing my mother to the theater. 
When I ignored this they resorted to jibes 
like this: 

*“*Do you like your milk warmed, 
one?’ and ‘Can you walk yet?’ 

“I did not permit this to worry me, and 
then the women singers, all of them from 
30 to 40 years old, went to the directors of 
the theater and demanded the right to 
bring their mothers behind the scenes.

AST ST. LOUIS 
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Service From Postoffice ‘Will Be Put 
in Soon as Repairs on Eads 
Bridge Are Completed. 


Announcement was made Wednesday by 
Postmaster Frank Wyman that when the 
repairs now in progress on Eads bridge 
are completed, pneumatic tube service for 
letters will be installed between the St. 
Louis postoffice and the relay station in 
Missouri avenue in East St. Louis.

A story of many moves, much gambling 
and drinking, and a continuous struggle to 
provide an income by means of pawning 
various articles, was told in Judge Ryan's 
division. of the Circuit Court Wednesday 
morning. 

Mrs. Fannie May Hillman was the re- 
lator, and her suit for divorce from Victor 
A. Hillman, the restoration of her maiden 
name. and the custody of her 2-year-old 
daughter was up for trial. 

Mrs. Hillman said she married Hillman 
at Cameron, Mo., April 3, 1901. His roving 
disposition led him to move to Trenton, 
thence to Albany, and thence to Galeton; 
next he took her to Fairbury, Neb., return- 
ing after awhile to Kansas City. 

The next few homes were in Iowa, 
and then they returned to Trenton and 
back again to Kansas City in October 
of last year. 

At each of the places, she alleged, her 
husband had failed to pay his board 
bills and other debts, and when they 
reached. Kansas City he pawned her 
trunks, containing the clothes of herself 
and their child, and also pawned their 
silver wedding ‘presents. Her father, 
John A. Coffing of 932A Hamilton ave- 
nue went to Kansas City and, with the 
aid of the police, traced the pawned ar- 
ticles and, at a cost of $800, redeemed 
them. Then he brought his daughter 
and son-in-law to St. Louis and gave 
the young man another chance by em- 
ploying him at a salary of $100 a 
month. Soon he tired of the employ- 
ment, however, and left. 

Mrs. Hillman testified that her husband 
gambled whenever he had a chance, and 
that at Fairbury, Neb., she had to leave 
her bed at 4 o’clock In the morning and 
take him away from a poker game in the 
hotel.

Hundreds of musicians and music teach- 
ers are still discussing the unique lecture 
of Mrs. Mary Hallock Greenwalt given at 
the opening session of the M. T. N. A. con- 
vention in Festival Hall at the Fair Mon- 
day morning. Mrs. Greenwalt is well known 
in the East as the scientific pupil of 
Leschetizky, and is famed as a pianist. 
Her home is in Philadelphia, where she is 
a member of the most important musical or- 
ganizations. Using her fingers as well as

NEW YORK, June 29.—William S. Mc- 
Allister, delegate to the St. Louis con- 
vention from John Sharp Williams’ Mis- 
sissippi district, called at the World office 
last night and said: 

“Judge Parker made a statement to me 
at his farm at Esopus yesterday, 

‘‘l have the utmost confidence,’’ said 
Judge Parker, “in the Democratic party 
and in the St. Louis convention. They 
will deal with and determine wisely al! 
questions pertaining to the pending politi- 
cal contest from a Democratic point of 
view. 

‘“‘*T shal] have nothing to say until the 
party shall have acted in convention. 

‘‘l am grateful beyond expression for 
the loyal support given to me by so many

Mr. McAllister says he was commissioned 
by John Sharp Williams to come here and 
find out how far, if at all, Democratic 
sentiment in New York was being alien- 
ated from Judge Parker.

Unofficial Report at Tokio Says the 
Strongholds Southeast of Port 
Arthur Were Attacked and Re- 
duced by the Mikado’s Troops. 


22 RUSSIAN SAILORS PERISH 
IN A SUBMARINE EXPERIMENT 


Boat Is Carelessly Submerged Before 
Its Manhole Is Closed Tightly—St. 
Petersburg Is Confident a Great 
Battle Will Soon Be Fought. 


TOKIO, June 29 (2:30 p. m.)—It is un- 
officially reported that the Chik Wan 
Shan, Cit An Shan and So Cho Shan forts, 
southeast of that part of the Port Arthur 
defenses, were captured on Sunday after 
an all-day fight, beginning with an ar- 
tillery duel. 

So Cho Shan, it is added, was first cap- 
tured and the other forts fell soon after- 
ward. 

The Russians retreated west, leaving 40 
dead or wounded. The composition of the 
Japanese forces has not been ascertained, 
beyond the fact that it is said to have 
consisted of all branches of the service. 

The Japanese lost three officers and a 
hundred men killed or wounded, and cap- 
tured two guns and a quantity of ammuni- 
tion. 

The officials here do not confirm the re- 
port. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—Twenty- 
two sailors were drowned at the Baltic 
works today during experiments with the 
torpedo boat Delfin, which had been con- 
verted into a submarine boat. 

Four officers and 30 men were on board 
when the signal was given to submerge the 
boat without first properly closing the man- 
hole. The result was that the vessel sank. 
The escape of 12 men was miraculous. 

A report has just reached here that the 
Russian ironclad Netron Menia rammed the 
Russian battleship Navarin at Cronstadt 
this afternoon. The circumstances and the 
extent of the damage have not yet been 
ascertained.

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The Tacoma Sails to Find Lost Pacific 
Island and Capt Porter of 
the Levant. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 2:.—Seldom 
‘ has a United States war vessel been sent 
on a more romantic errand than that 
which has fallen to the lot of the cruiser 
Tacoma. In response to orders from Wash- 
fngton, the Tacoma left Honolulu three 
weeks ago to find an island in the Pa- 
‘cific, the discovery of which was primarily 
Gue to the whim of a pretty dancing girl 
@nd which has defied rediscovery ever 
since. 

The Tacoma's mission, however, not 
one of exploration, but of rescue. It is 
thoughi there is a possibility of finding on 
tHe island some American naval officers 
nd bluejackets who have been lost to the 
years. 

The men whom it is hoped to rescue were 
of tne crew of the sloop of war Levant, 
Which in August, 1860, sailed from Hilo, 
mever tu be heard of again. She carried 
~150 men and was in charge of Commander 
©. B. 8. Porter, one of the ablest seamen 
in the navy.

CO-EDUCATION 
S BLAMED FOR 
AACE. SUICHD 


Noted Educator Declares That Con- 
stant Association During Period of 
Education Makes Young People 
Less Disposed to Marry. 


SAYS WOMEN ARE ABSORBING 
CHARACTER OF MASCULINITY 


Growing Boys Should Not Be Too 
Ladylike, Declares President Hall 
of Clark University—President An- 
gell of Michigan in Discussion. 


The liveliest discussion in the convention 
of the National Educational Association 
was precipitated Wednesday afternoon by 
the address of G. Stanley Hall, president 
of Clark University at Worcester, Mass., 
attacking co-education on the ground that 
it decreased the sentimentality and ro- 
mance of ‘the girl and the vigor of the 
boy. 

Dr. Hall even went further and declared 
that careful consideration should be given 
the fact that higher education reduces the 
marriage and birth frate, and _ therefore 
tends toward race extermination. 

Among those who participated in the dis- 
cussion were President Angell of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, President Jesse of the 
University of Missouri and President 
Thwing of the Western Reserve University. 
The discussion was in the meeting of the 
department of higher education in the Hall 
of Congresses at 2:30 o'clock. 

‘President Hall said in part: 

“By recent study it seems established 
that higher education ing this country re- 
duced the rate of both marriage and off- 
spring so that barely three-fourths of our 
male and only about one-half of our female 
graduates marry, and those who do 50 
marry late and have few children. In the 
family budding boys and girls draw apart. 
To run with those of the other sex is con- 
demned by sentiment. 

“How the high school interferes with 
these laws of nature recent studies show, 
in which a large percentage of girls actu- 
ally wish they were boys. Their ideals 
grow masculine, and we seem slowly to be 
developing a female sex without a female 
character. 


GIRLS ARE ROUGHENED. 


“So far have the actions against the old 
restruint gone that feminists still regard 
every effort to differentiate as endangering 
a relapse to old conditions. Again, the 
rapid feminization of our schools encour- 
ages women teachers to give their own 
masculine traits and ideals free rein. Once 
nore girls’ manners are roughened and 
they do not develop pride in distinctively 
feminine qualities or the grace and charm 
of their young womanhood, or they lack a 
little respect for their sex. Girls have 
much responsibility in bestowing the stim- 
ulus of their approval aright.

CONVENTION IS DIVIDED 
OVER THE COLOR QUESTION. 


Applause was divided with disapproval 
at the Wednesday morning session of the 
National Educational Association conven- 
tion in Festival Hali at the Fair, when 


John Herbert Phillips, superintendent of 
public schools in Brimingham, Ala., in an 
address on ‘“‘Educational Needs in the 
South,” insisted that one of the greatest 
needs wus a separate school system for 
negroes and whites. 

A few of the deleZates appluaded, but 
many remained silent. Though they gave 
no audible sign, their faces expressed dis- 
upproval. 

“This country, particularly the South,’’ 
said Mr. Phillips,’” is inhabited by two 
races, whose least distinctive difference 
is their difference in color; whose past rep- 
resents no common hertage and whose fu- 
ture represents no common destiny.” 

There was a moment's silence at the 
conclusion of this statement and _ then 
scattered applause from different parts of 
the hall was heard. 

Mr. Phillips continued by saying that be- 
cause of the differerce between the two 
races, it was not wise to try to educate 
them together. 

“The white people will not tolerate it, 
and it is not good for the negroes,’ he 
declard. 

“The people in the South suffer from two 
kinds of problem solvers.’" Mr. Phillips 
continued. ‘“‘There is the near-sighted and 
the dogmatic problem solver at home: and 
the well-meaning but long-distance prwob- 
lem slover away from home. The former 
has too much information and not enough 
perspective; the latter too much persnec- 
tive and rot enough information. 

“While the whites constitute only 24 per 
cent of the population of the South.” he 
said, “64 per cent of the white population 
n the South is illiterate. In the mountain 
districts there are 3,000,000 men, of whom 
240.000 are illiterate. 

“Few men and women raised outside the 
cities have attended public schools." 

Hie also calied attention to the fact that 
negro schools !n the South often receive 
help from outside sources. The white 
schools receive none. He advocated an In- 
crease in the number of schools for whites 
and better salaries for the teachers em- 


loved. 

4 “Very often the salaries paid are so poor 
that the teachers are correspondingly !n- 
competent.” he said.

Army’s Work on Industrial Farms Is 
Shown by DJluminated Pic- 
tures at Fair. 


Among the most interesting exhibit in 
the Palace of Education and Social Econ- 
omy is that of the Salvation Army at the 
southwest corner of the building, near the 
Napoleon Bridge entrance. The exhibit 
contains the pictures of the principal offi- 
cers of the army, past and present, and 
of its founder, Gen. William Booth. 

There are also pictures, illuminated by 
liquid mercury, showing the work’ done on 
the great farms in Colorado and Califor- 
nia These pictures help visttors realize 
the extent of the scope of the Salvation 
Army better than any array of statistics. 

In Colorado the Fort Amity colony con- 
sists of 2000 acres of irrigated land, on 
which are settled hitherto homeless fami- 
lies to the number of 4, comprising 20 
men, women and children. 

To carry on the various branches of 
work throughout the states there are near- 
ly 400 officers alone. These indefatigable 
leaders find work for 45.000 unemployed dur- 
ing one year. This, of course, is only a 
small part of the work done, there being 
25 shelter homes, labor bureaus, restau- 
rants and homes of rescue in large numbers 
in all cities.

The two-thirds rule is a relic of slavery days, adopted to en- 
able the slave states to control the nomination for the presi- 
dency. Its existence in this crisis of the Democratic party 
may menace the party welfare, and if it shall be used by a com- 
bination of obstructionists to prevent the nomination of a man 
favured by the majority of the delegates, and to prevent the 
turning of the party to safe and sound Democratic principles, 
it will prove a curse. In order to prevent a catastrophe, the 
convention would be justified in abrogating the rule. 

But regardless of what the convention may do in this ‘re- 
gard, the real question which presents itself to all Democrats 
who cherish the welfare of their party is: 

Shall the majority rule? 

An analysis of the delegations chosen by the states shows 
that if a combination strong enough to defeat Judge Parker's 
nomination under the two-thirds rule shall be formed, it will be 
composed of delegates from hopelessly Republican states—from 
states where the Democracy cannot expect to win a single vote 
in the electoral college. 

The states that are depended upon by the disturbing ele- 
ments to defeat the nomination cf Parker and to dictate the 
action of the convention are California, Colorado, Illinois, Idaho, 
Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Nebraska, Ohio, Oregon, Nevada, 
‘Rhode Island, North Dakota, South Dakota, Utah, Washington, 
Wyoming, with a lot of purchasable delegates from territories 
that have no voice in the election. 

Several of these states may disappoint the disorganizers, but 
there is not one of them from which any Democratic candidate 
can expect to get a single electoral vote. 3 

The majority in favor of Judge Parker comes from the Dem- 


)* aeratic states or from doubtful states which offer good fighting 
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ground for the party and whose electoral votes must be won to 


insure a Democratic victory. 
The minority opposing him comes from hopelessly Republican 


states and from territories where not a single electoral vote for 


any Democratic candidate may be expected. 

Shall the Democratic and pivotal states choose the Democratic 
candidate and determine the action of the convention, or shall 
the candidate and platform be dictated by hopelessly Republican 
states? 

These questions are vital to the success of the Democratic 
party and must be settled by the Democrats who will meet in 
Bt. Louis next week. <A right settlement will mean a chance 
for victory; a wrong settlement will mean a certainty of de- 


feat.

The facts have been notorious for years. La Follette did not 
propose radical measures. He offered no measure looking to ! 
franchise taxation. He has not attempted to tax the monopoly 
value of the roads, due to special privileges granted by the state. 
He seeks only to tax the tangible property of the railroads as 
other property is taxed. 

For this the national Republican committee refuse him ad- 
mission into the party councils.

THE TWO MR. ROOTS. 

The contrasts between E. B. Root’s convention speech and his 
address to the Yale Law School seniors is violent and startling. 

To which of these two Mr. Roots must we adhere? To the 
Mr. Root who in the Chicago convention lauded Theodore 
Roosevelt and all his works without qualification, or to the 
Mr. Root who, in this address to young men, condemns the 
very acts and mental habits which make Theodore RooseVelt 
What he is? 

In his Yale College address Mr. Root condemns the party pol- 
icy which in Chicago he praised as the highest wisdom: “The 
exercise of power not conferred by law may, in a particular 
case, destroy no man’s property nor restrain his liberty,” he 
tells the Yale seniors, “but it weakens the title to every man’s 
property and injures every man’s liberty, because it is one 
step in a process which, if continued, would be destruction of 
vtr free institutions.” 

The exercise of power in the Panama affair was confessedly 
not warranied by treaty or law, and after a few feeble at- 
tempts to justify it on such grounds the President himself said 
it was in pursuance of the “mandate of civilization.” Mr. Root 
of Chicago glorified the lawless proceeding; Mr. Root of New 
Ifaven condemns it as a step in a process which must destroy 
free institutions. The Philippine business may destroy no 
American citizen’s property, may not restrain any American’s 
literty; but it is obnoxious to the condemnation of Mr. Root of 
New Haven because it is part of the process which ledds to the 
loss of liberty. 

And what of the pension legislation by executive order? It is 
piainly provided in the Constitution that no money shall be 
taken from the treasury except as appropriated by law. The 
spirit of this law was violated. Mr. Root condemns it in New 
Iiaven, but in Chicago he had nothing to say against it. 

It is a strange contradiction. How he reconciles himself to 
himself is a -puzzle which Mr. Root of New Haven ought not to 
leave unsolved.

‘Theodore Roosevelt—student, legislator, hunter, plainsman of the West, an 
man with western characteristics and southern blood, athiete, sporteman, public of- 
ficial, scholar, soldier, man of letters and man of action, educator, statesman, genile 
husband and father, all of these, but above all a patriotic oy 


So begins one of the crop of campaign biographies brought to sudden maturity 
by the Chicago convention. It is an engaging picture. Is anything more to be said? 

The career of Theodore Roosevelt is wonderfully interesting, even exhilarating. It 
is like one of Kipling's stories, which may be sometimes absurd or reprehensible,. but 
never flabby and never dull. 

No other man ever rose from police commissioner to President of the United States 
in less than five years. No other so vigorously and so successfully turned stumbling 
blocks into stepping stones. Theodore Roosevelt entered politics as a reformer as 
scon as he had left college, and made a reputation at the very start for public spirit, 
honesty, combativeness and unshakable physical and moral courage. He made ene- 
mies at every step, and every enemy made him ten friends. The boy assemblyman 
forced a hostile legislature to condemn its own political allies. The young civil service 
commissioner boldly challenged the national leaders of his party and compelled them 
to observe the law. The police commissioner trampled ruthlessly over all the preju- 
dices of a cosmopolitan community, whether they represented the vicious instincts of 
a criminal faction or the innocent desires of tHe liberty-loving majority. The assist- 
ant secretary of the navy thrust a rude hand into the coils of red tape that swathed 
the department and cleared the way for the commanders that smashed the fleet of 
Spain. The governor of New York accepted the hostility of the public service cor- 
porations by signing the Ford franchise tax bill. The President of the United States 
challenged Wall street by forcing a settlement of the anthracite strike and ordering 
the suit for the dissolution of the Northern Securities merger. He sacrificed his pop- 
ularity in the South rather than “shut the door of hope’ itn the face of the negro. 
He secured the partial fulfilment of our pledge of Cuban reciprocity. He ended the 
half century period of talk about the Panama canal and brought on a period of ac- 
tion. He insisted on probing the fraudg of the postal service in the face of the anger 
of his party leaders. 
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All this makes an attractive record, whose popular strength is not to be ignored. 
But there is another side to Mr. Roosevelt's career. He has developed defects that 
are partly temperamental and partly the result of an increasing avidity for political 
Success at any cost, which sits ill with his natural impetuosity. Mr. Root well indi- 
cated the chief of these defects in that remarkable protest against usurpation that will 
be heard from throughout the campaign. The President has been well liked as hav- 
ing “‘a lawless mind.”’ 


He likes to take short cuts to the objects of his desire. regardless of hampering 
obstacles of law or morals. He saw that the Panama canal would be an excellent 
thing, and he went after it by methods that made scrupulous Americans blush for their 
country. He made a treaty which provided for the pain of another Republic, a pre- 
text for the dismemberment of that Republic. The President saw that the service- 
pension question was likely to cause embarrassment in Congress and he settled it by 
ve it out of the hands of Congress and turning the proposed bill into an executive 
order, 


In his letter read by Mr. Root at the Cuban dinner he committed. this govern- 
ment to a policy of unlimited meddling in South American affairs, making us re- 
sponsible for the good order of the southern republics and even for the punctual set- 
tlement of their obligations. He heard that an American consul had been shot at 
Beirut, and without waiting to learn whether the rumor was true or false, he rushed 
a ship to the scene to exact the punishment of the mythical murderers at the can- 
non’s mouth. 


Although saturated with the military spirit, the personal idea looms so much 
larger than even the military tdea in Mr. Roosevelt’s mind that he demoralized the 
army and outraged the whole spirit of military law by forcing a doctor who happened 
to be a personal friend into a place from which he can look down upon hundreds of 
officers who won their first promotions from Lincoln in the battlefield. 


The rampant jingoism, militarism and unconstitutionalism that are the natural out- 
croppings of Mr. Roosevelt's temperament make him a most unsafe leader of 80,000,000 
of peace-loving, law-abiding people. But there is*® one respect in which his natural 
masterfulness has been curbed, and it is precisely that in which its free sway would 
have best promoted the public interests. The Theodore Roosevelt who in his earlier 
and less calculating days ran amuck among all the enemies of good government, re- 
gardiess of consequences, has learned to heed the wishes of politicians and of cor- 
porations. 


The change began during his term as governor, when the vision of the presidency 
first became clear enough to influence his conduct. He compromised then with 
Platt, and while he signed the franchise tax bill, he called an extra session of the 
legislature to have it amended in the interest of the corporations. As President he had 
one trust prosecuted, but he let scores of others alone. He held Quay as his “stanch 
and loyal friend,’’ and placed in his unclean hands the federal patronage of Pennsyl- 
vania. He allied himself with Addicks in Delaware to promote the debauchery of a 
state. He yielded his convictions on the tariff to the snarls of the gluttonous pro- 
tected interests, and, free trader as he was in principle, he retreated even from the 
position on tariff reform that had been reached by William McKinley. The recent 
changes in the cabinet form a public confession of Mr. Roosevelt's abject surrender 
to the corporations. After boldly vowing eternal independence, he has gone barefoot 
to Canossa. Knox accepts a humiliating retirement from the department of justice to 
become a railroad representative in the Senate. Cortelyou, the first chief of a de- 
partment organized to regulate corporations, takes the job of frying the fat out of 
them for campaign purposes. Moody becomes attorney-general with the intimation 
that he will retire at the new year to enter upon corporation law practice. Metcalf, 
a man-at-arms from a province of the Southern Pacific railroad, becomes secretary of 
commerce and labor. And, most shameless of all, Morton, a Republican of six weeks’ 
standing, utterly unknown in national politics and qualified for office solely by his 
position as vice-president of the Sante Fe Railroad Company, becomes one of the Pres- 
ident’s cabinet counsel. 


Yet, in spite of all these follies, even political crimes, President Roosevelt remains 
a strong candidate. His dominating personality would count heavily even without 
the tremendous force of political and financial prestige behind it. He will be a hard 
man to beat. If the Democrats should fail] next week to act with considerable wis- 
dom both in framing the right platform and in presenting the right candidate to stand 
upon it, his election would seem probable. But Roosevelt is not invincible. With good 
sense and a reasonable amount of good fortune on the other side he could be beaten. 
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THE USURPATION OF POWER. 


Secretary Root Warns That It May 


Lead to Tyranny in Government. 


From the speech of Former Secretary of 
War Elihu Root, before the Yale Law 
School. 

In all the field of the law regulating the 
relations of citizens to each other the prop- 
er function of the lawyer is to promote ra- 
tional progress; to maintain stability 
against all fads and crude innovations and 
at the same time to keep the development 
of the law moving with equal step abreast 
of the progress of the age, satisfying the 
moral sense of the time, and meeting the 
changing conditions of human life and 
activity. 

There is one general characteristic of our 
system of government which is essential 
and which is the special duty of lawyers 
to guard with care—that is, the observance 
of limitations of official power. There is a 
constant tendency to ignore such limitations 
and condone the transgression of them 
by pwblic officers, provided the thing is 
done with good motives from a desire to 
serve the public. Such a process, if gen- 
e-al, is most injurious. If continued long 
enough it results in an attitude of personal 
superiority on the part of great officers 
which is inconsistent with our institutions, 
a destruction of responsibility and _ inde- 
pendent judgment on the part of lower 
officers. and a neglect of the habit of as- 
serting legal rights on the part of the 
people. 

The more frequently men who hold great 
power in office are permitted to override 
the limitations imposed by law upon their 
powers, the more difficult it becomes to 
question anything they do; and the 
ple each one weak in himself and unable 
to cope with powerful officers who regard 
any questioning of their acts as 2® affront, 
gradually lose the habit of holdfmg such 
officers accountable and ultimately prac- 
tically surrender the right to hold them 
accountable. Constant accountability of 
public officers for strict observance of the 
limits imposed by law and customary un: 
doubling assertion of the private rigits cf 
the citizen to have no power exercised 
over him except in strict accordance with 
the letter and the spirit of the law—these 
are the essential conditions of free govern- 
ment and personal independence.

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NAVY INSTALLS Big 
WIRELESS CIRCUITS 


Key West to Be Central of System 
Covering Gulf Islands and 
Canal Zone. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Admiral Man- 
ney, chief of the naval equipment bureau, 
has entered into an agreement with Abra- 
ham White, president of the \American De 
Forest Wireless Telegraph Co., for the ac- 
quisition by the navy office of the longest 
wireless telegraph circuits in the world up 
to this date, two of them being’ over 1060 
miles in length. 

The navy has felt keenly the necessity of 
@ wireless connection between its naval 
bases at Guantanamo, Culebra and Key 
West, realizing that in the event of hostil- 
ity with a foreign power the existing cable 
system would be the first point of attack. 
The necessity of protecting the canal zone 
has enlarged the problem of finding a sec- 
ondary means of communication, and the 
general board has learned a lesson from the 
isolation of Port Arthur in the present war. 

Some time ago the equipment bureau be- 
Gan a series of competitive tests under the 
immediate direction of lIdeutenant-Com- 
mander Jayne, and the result was the ar- 
rangement to-day between Admiral Man- 
ney and Mr. White to sign a contract for 
the supply to the government of wireless 
instruments guaranteed to maittain relia- 
ble service on these circuits: Key West to 
Panama, 1000 miles; Porto Rico to Key 
West, 1000 miles; south -Cuban coast to 
Panama, i20 miles; Pensacola to Key West, 
450 miles; South Cuba to Porto Rico, 600 
miles. 

The government agrees to operate in har- 
mony with such stations and vessels as 
now use the De Forest system, and this is 
said to extend to Panama. The govern- 
ment’s instruments wil] be attuned to har- 
monize with those of the company, to pre- 
vent interference. The navy will have the 
company’s key, so the two may work in- 
terchangeably, without the possibility of 
their messages being picked up or stolen or 
suppressed by vessels or stations equipped 
with other kinds of apparatus. 

The enormous value of wireless teleg- 
raphy in naval operations, as revealed bv 
Admiral Togo’s last exploit off Port Ar- 
thur, has hastened the navy department 
to conclude this contract.

FIVE TOWERS FOR MESSAGES. 
WORLD’S FAIR POST-DISPATCH BUREAU. 
By De Forest Wireless Telegraph. 

Dr. De Forest, inventor of the De Forest 
Wirelegs telegraph, explained to the Post- 
Dispatch today the terms of the contract 
awarded tto this company. by the navy de- 
partment at Washington, D. C., for the 
construction of five wireless towers. These 


stations will cost the government $154,000, 
and are te be operated ithe first 30 days by 
the De Forest wireless people and then 
turned over to the government. 

It is the first long-distance wireless con- 
tract ever awarded by the government. 

Abraham Whit president of the com- 
pany, is in Washington arranging for the 
immediate construction of the work, which 
will-take from six to nine months. 

r. De Forrest told the Post-Dispatch 
that the awarding of the contract was the 
result of tests recently made a the Brook- 
lyn navy yard. 

“There will be five owers erected,” ex- 
plained Dr. De Forrest, ‘‘one at Pensacola 
and another at Key West, the distance be- 
ing 300 miles.

A stenographer wrote to Mr. Morgan that 
if he wanted the pearl, which was set in a 
scarf pin, he could have it for $5000. In 
the event the pearl did not meet with his 
upproval—it was forwurded with the note~ 
the financier was asked to return it by the 
messcnger. 

Mr. Morgan read the firm's communica- 
tion with interest. He was delighted with 
the pearl and after closely inspecting it, re- 
wrapped it in the tissue paper and thrust 
it into his trousers pocket. At this point, 
High Finance took the center of the stage. 
Calling his cashier, Mr. Morgan instructed 
him to draw two checks—one for $4000 and 
the other for $5000.
